Instructions: Trace pattern onto tissue paper 
including outline and small dots for 
finishing. 

Trace embroidery design onto one-half of 
fabric. Work flowers with Dark Lilac 
ribbon using Lazy Daisy stitch and flower 
centers with Topaz, Vy. Lt. floss using 
French Knots. Stitch flower stems using 
Green braid. Stitch leaves with Parrot 
Green ribbon using Lazy Daisy stitch. 

Attach beads with invisible thread sewing 
through bead twice. Refer to photograph 
for placement. Attach charm under bottom 
flower using invisible thread. 

To finish, center traced tissue pattern over 
embroidery work and pin in place. Cut out 
front and back of purse. Cut two pieces 
from lining fabric and mark two dots on 
fabric. Note: 1/4” seam allowance has been 
included in outline pattern. 

With right sides facing, sew back and front 
together between dots. Clip along seam to 
dots. 

Turn right side out and turn under 1/4” on top 
edges; baste. Open purse frame; tack purse 
top to frame with several stitches at ends, 
center, and corners with invisible thread. 

Backstitch using every hole on frame. Sew 
lining with !/4” seam between dots. Trim 
seam and clip at dots. DO NOT turn right 
side out. Turn under '/4” on top edges and 
baste. 

Place lining inside purse matching basted top 
edges. Sew through lining, purse, and 
frame with invisible thread. Remove all 
basting and tacking threads. 

To make handle, cut a 6” piece of Antique 
Gold cording, working from front thread 
cord through one side of open. Tie small 
knot in tail end of backside. Repeat for 
other side pulling knots tight. Spot glue 
knots using Gem-Tac™; let dry. Trim ends 
and pull handle so knot lies against 
hardware.

The sky was blue and the sun was shining the 
day Cyndee Ritchie was given a handmade gift 
that would forever change her life. 


Sitting outside on her deck with a dear friend, Ritchie opened a tall 
gift bag and carefully lifted a long, multicolored shawl from the 
crumpled layers of tissue paper inside. 


Though it was beautiful and would be considered a lovely gift by 
anyone, Ritchie knew this shawl was something special. After 
breaking the news that she’d been diagnosed with breast cancer, 
Ritchie’s friend, Ginny Owens, told her that she was planning to get 
together with a group of friends to knit her a “healing” shawl. 


“When Ginny asked what | would want people to pray for, | told 
her that | wanted to make it through my treatments with peace and 
calmness — that | didn’t want to be afraid,” Ritchie said. “So, as 
they knit the shawl, that is what they prayed for. And when | 
wrapped it around myself, that is truly what | felt.” 


Knitters, just like Owens’ friends, are gathering everywhere today to 
create “ministries” or “healing groups” that work together to knit 
shawls, while at the same time praying or focusing on positive, 
healing thoughts for a shawl’s intended recipient. 


As a shawl is knit, it is passed from person to person, with each knitter 
in the circle completing several rows of the pattern. When complete, 
the shawl is composed of all the work, and prayers or energy, of every 
member of the group. The shawl is then given to a person in need. 


Called “prayer shawls, “comfort shawls,” “healing shawls,” or 
“mantles,” these creations of kindness are meant to provide an 
“unconditional embrace” to whomever wraps one around her 
shoulders, explain Vicki Galo and Janet Bristow on the introductory 
page of their Web site, shawlministry.com. 


Galo and Bristow, who began their ministry in 1998, note that 
shawls can be provided to individuals for many different reasons, 
including comfort during illness or after the loss of a loved one, for 
prayer or meditation purposes, to wear during birthing or nursing a 
child, or to wear during commitment or marriage ceremonies. 


In addition to providing comfort or support to recipients, some believe 
the process of creating the shawls has a healing effect on the makers. 
Susan Bourne, organizer of an Internet-based shawl group, Healing 
Shawls (groups.yahoo.com/group/HealingShawls), believes “healing 
can occur for us while we are knitting mindfully with love, through 
our own inner intentions, as well as in the overt giving and receiving 
of shawls, one to another, in the spirit of generosity and kindness.” 


Though Bourne stresses the power in getting a group together to knit, 
she knows that this is not always possible. Members of her Internet 
group, who are from all around the world, often make shawls 
independently, then share experiences, patterns, poems, and other 
healing-related content with one another through e-mail messages. 


Cross-stitchers interested in creating a prayer or healing shawl might 
try using the duplicate stitch to add designs to knit pieces. Duplicate 
stitch, which forms a “V” instead of the usual “x” of cross-stitching, 
is worked on knitted stockinette stitches. Instructions for this stitch 
can be found at craftsmensstudio.com/duplicatestitch.html.

Cross-Stitching is not a sport for sissies! 


Cross-stitching is definitely not a sport for sissies! 
Oh sure, | can almost hear some of you 
doubters saying that cross-stitching is not a sport 
at all! But if you really give it some thought, 
perhaps you will change your mind and agree 
with me. Athletes have their sporting equipment 
such as dumbbells, treadmills and stair steppers. 
Well, we have needles, floss, scissors, charms, 
buttons . . . and let’s not leave out our favorite 
stitching chair. It can take years to condition our 
favorite chair “just right” so that it fits the 
contours of our body perfectly. Oh, and getting 
perfect lighting conditions is no small feat either. 


Athletes are known for their emphasis on 
endurance and conditioning so they remain in 
tiptop form. Cross-stitchers are also trained in 
endurance. Now, don’t laugh! Just think of the 
endurance it takes to stitch for hours at a time to 
finish that special baby or wedding gift and get 
it to the framer in time for the 
special occasion. One has to be 
in top stitching shape for those 
hours spent in marathon 
stitching and searching for those 
pesky lost needles. 


In all sports, including the sport 
of cross-stitching, aerobics or 
some form of cardiovascular exercise is 
essential. It is extremely important to our 
physical and mental well-being. We know that 
to reach the peak of a good aerobic workout 
it’s important to work up a sweat. When I’ve 
had to frog out an entire section of cross 
stitching on a pattern to correct a mistake, 
without ripping any of the under-threads of the 
fabric, I’ve sure broken into an aerobic sweat! | 
may have even lost a pound or two in the 
process. Oh, sure there are other more popular 
forms of cardio exercise that might be good for 
us too, such as running and dancing, but cross- 
stitching ranks right up there — probably right 
behind the stair-stepper.

A good athlete has to keep in prime physical 
shape to excel in her/his sport and that means 
eating right and watching his/her diet. Well, it’s 
certainly no different for a cross-stitcher. 


Other professional athletes have an assortment 
of diets and meal plans. We see them on 
television infomercials every day. There’s the 
low fat, low carbohydrate diet. There’s the 
high protein diet. Some people drink special 
nutritional concoctions and eat protein bars. 
I've been making great progress myself lately 
with the little known “cross-stitch eating 
plan”. No kidding! It’s pretty simple too! Every 
time | find myself heading for the kitchen to 
grab a snack or something | really don’t need, 
| immediately take a quick detour to my 
couch and pick up the latest project I’m 
stitching. Within a few minutes, I’ve stopped 
thinking about why | was headed to the 
kitchen in the first place 
and | am exercising my 
fingers and eyes. What 
could be sweeter? Who 
needs cookies anyway? 


The stitcher’s diet doesn’t 
cost much. Floss is not a 
budget buster, and it’s 
much healthier than a bag 
of chips or box of cookies. I’m already down 
about 6 pounds in just one month. You 
probably will not be seeing any television 
commercials for the cross-stitcher’s diet. But 
remember folks that you heard it here first. It 
can be our little secret. 


| hope that I’ve been able to convince you 
that cross-stitching is definitely not a sport for 
sissies! There is simply no better sport in the 
world when it comes to exercising your 
imagination and creativity or by touching the 
lives of others with colorful gifts of stitching 
from your heart.
